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MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
MARCH  5,  1963 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  legal  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Clarendon,  held  at  Clarendon  Town  Hall  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  on 
the  above  date,  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Amherst 
Weeks. 

The  warning  was  read  and  business  transacted  as  follows : 

Article  1 — Moderator  elected — Amherst  Weeks. 

Article  2 — Report  of  Town  officers  accepted. 

Article  3 — Moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  one  Road  Com¬ 
missioner  be  elected  by  the  voters. 

Article  4 — Officers  Elected: 

Town  Clerk — Mary  H.  Pratt 
Town  Treasurer — Mary  H.  Pratt 

Selectman — Nominated  Percy  Teer  and  Charles  Ketcham. 
By  Ballot  Percy  Teer  40;  Charles  Ketcham  29.  Percy  Teer 
elected  for  a  term  of  3  years. 

Road  Commissioner — Carl  Lanfear  and  George  Merrill  nom¬ 
inated.  By  Ballot  Carl  Lanfear  51;  George  Merrill  24.  Carl 
Lanfear  elected  for  a  term  of  1  year. 

Overseer — George  Holden  and  George  Squier  nominated. 
George  Squier  withdrawn.  Clerk  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot 
for  George  Holden  for  Overseer  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

Lister — George  Ridlon  for  a  term  of  3  years. 

Auditor — Edward  Congdon  for  a  term  of  three  years. 
Constable — George  Holden  elected  for  a  term  of  1  year. 
Grand  Juror — Aldace  Newton. 

Town  Lawyer — Aldace  Newton. 

School  Director — John  Pratt,  Milton  Squier  and  Isadore 
LaVictoire  nominated.  Isadore  LaVictoire’s  name  with¬ 
drawn.  By  Ballot  John  Pratt  47;  Milton  Squier  17.  John 
Pratt  elected  for  a  term  of  3  years.

Article  5 — Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  a  sum  of 
$100.00  be  appropriated  for  Construction  and  Resurfacing. 

Article  6 — Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  25c  be  ap¬ 
propriated  for  Town  Roads. 

Article  7 — Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  $5,000.00 
be  voted  for  Retreatment  of  Black  Top  Roads. 

Article  8 — Voted  that  Town  pay  the  minimum  set  by  State  for 
tuition  for  High  School  Students. 

Article  9 — Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  Taxes  be 
paid  to  Treasurer. 

Article  10 — Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  Selectmen 
be  authorized  to  borrow  money  for  Town  Expense. 

Article  11 — Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  Select¬ 
men  be  authorized  to  buy  the  Loader  which  the  Town  is  now 
using  and  renting.  By  Ballot  Yes  54,  No.  26. 

Article  12 — Motion  made  and  seconded  that  $100.00  be  appro¬ 
priated  for  removal  of  trees  from  roadways.  Motion  lost. 

Article  13 — Shall  Malt  Beverages  be  sold  in  Town? 

By  Ballot — Yes  46  —  No  13. 

Article  14 — Shall  Spirituous  Liquors  be  sold  in  Town: 

By  Ballot— Yes  41  —  No.  18. 

Article  15 — General  Fund  Tax.  Motions  made  and  seconded  for  a 
Tax  of  $3.00  and  $3.70.  Vote  for  $3.70  lost.  Motion  for 
$3.00  carried.  General  Tax  $3.00. 

Article  16 — School  Fund  Tax.  Motions  made  and  seconded  for  a 
tax  of  $5.50,  $6.00,  $6.30  and  $7.00.  $7.00  tax  lost  by  ac¬ 
clamation.  By  Ballot  for  $6.30  Tax  —  Yes  47  —  No.  40. 

School  Tax  $6.30. 

Talk  by  John  Pratt  on  School  expense.  He  suggests  that 
closing  schools  in  Clarendon  Springs  and  Chippenhook  and  bring¬ 
ing  students  to  the  Flats  and  East  Clarendon  might  be  one  solu¬ 
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tion  to  the  problem.  The  people  in  the  West  part  of  Town  op¬ 
posed  to  this  solution. 

LI.  Burdette  Pratt  speaks  of  sending  children  to  West  Rut¬ 
land  to  school.  Asks  that  those  willing  to  send  children  to  West 
Rutland  stand.  Most  parents  seemed  to  favor  this  idea. 

George  Holden  speaks  of  holding  Primary  and  General 
Elections  in  North  School  Room  in  Town  Hall.  Avoid  climbing 
stairs  thus  making  it  easier  for  older  people.  No  action  taken. 

William  Herrick  speaks  on  Reapportionment.  Tells  of 
Committee  for  Reapportionment.  Asks  that  a  sum  of  money  be 
voted  for  such  a  committee. 

Article  17 — Motion  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  Selectmen 
be  instructed  to  use  their  best  judgment  about  giving  money 
for  expenses  of  this  Reapportionment  Committee  and  the 
suit  which  is  suggested.  Amherst  Weeks  read  a  letter  from 
the  Reapportionment  Committee. 

Meeting  recessed  until  3  o'clock  when  polls  for  Liquor  vote 
were  closed,  at  which  time  meeting  was  adjourned.

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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


On  March  9,  1963  the  first  meeting  of  the  year  for  the  Town 
Selectmen  was  held. 

Harold  E.  Johnson  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

The  following  officers  were  appointed : 

Fence  Viewers — Richard  Pratt;  Russell  Powers  and  Henry 
Potter. 

Pound  Keepers— Hiram  Spafford  and  Isadore  LaVictoire. 

Weigher  of  Coal — John  Pratt 

Inspector  of  Wood,  shingles,  Etc. — Howard  Pierce 

Fire  Warden — William  Lind,  appointed  by  the  State  on  the 
recommendation  of  Selectmen. 

Health  Officer — Carroll  Rich,  appointed  by  the  State  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Selectmen. 

Tree  Warden — Harold  Johnson,  Jr.  appointed,  later  re¬ 
signed. 

No  one  was  found  who  would  be  willing  to  take  the  appoint¬ 
ment.  The  Selectmen  have  attended  to  any  matter 
which  came  up. 

A  new  motor  was  put  in  the  Grader  and  other  repairs  made 
by  Interstate  Equipment  Co.,  of  Montpelier,  Vt.  The  loader  which 
had  been  rented  during  the  previous  year  from  the  Reynolds 
Company  was  purchased  for  $3,000.00. 

At  various  times  the  matter  of  a  Town  Dump  was  discussed. 
The  Selectmen  considered  buying  property  known  as  the  East 
Clarendon  Dump,  property  belonging  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cupoli. 
The  Selectmen  upon  talking  with  Mrs.  Cupoli  felt  that  she  asked 
too  much  for  the  property. 

No  other  property  was  found.  No  one  seems  willing  to  sell 
property  for  a  dump.  During  the  fall  a  proposal  was  received 
from  the  Town  of  Wallingford  suggesting  that  Clarendon  use  the 
Wallingford  Dump  located  on  the  West  Creek  Road,  Clarendon 
to  pay  $600.00  per  year  for  such  use  and  be  in  no  way  responsible 
for  care  of  said  property. 
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No  decision  was  reached  in  this  matter  and  it  was  decided 
that  the  proposition  be  brought  before  the  voters  at  Town  Meet¬ 
ing. 


On  the  advice  of  William  Herrick,  our  Town  Representative, 
the  Selectmen  paid  $100.00  to  the  “Committee  for  the  Defense 
of  the  Vermont  Constitution”. 

Robert  Kiley  has  been  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Civil  Defense  for  the  Town  of  Clarendon. 

The  School  Deficit  at  the  end  of  the  School  Year,  June  30, 
1963  was  $2,999.45.  To  pay  this  sum  a  tax  of  35c  was  added  to  the 
School  Tax  voted  at  Town  Meeting. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Selectmen  and  Road  Com¬ 
missioner  met  with  the  District  Flighway  Commissioner  to  plan 
for  work  on  Highways  in  Town  during  the  summer.  Most  of  this 
work  now  consists  of  caring  for  Black  Top  Roads  now  in  the 
Town.  Only  a  small  amount  of  new  construction  was  done 
during  the  summer.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Directors  and  Citizens  of  Clarendon: 

I  submit  my  eleventh  report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  Clarendon  Schools  opened  on  Wednesday,  September  4th,  1963  with 
an  enrollment  of  161  pupils.  This  is  an  increase  of  seven  over  last  year.  No 
changes  were  made  in  the  faculty  of  the  schools  this  year  except  that  three 
teachers  were  given  new  assignments.  Mrs.  Marguerite  Ponton  is  at  the  Flats 
school,  Mrs.  Edith  Fish  is  at  the  Springs  school  and  Mrs.  Maida  Johnston  is 
at  the  East  school. 

During  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1963,  high  school  tuition  cost  the 
School  District  $25,172.68  for  sixty-seven  pupils.  These  pupils  attended  the 
following  high  schools,  forty-six  at  Rutland  High;  fourteen  at  West  Rutland 
and  seven  at  Wallingford  High.  For  the  coming  year  it  is  estimated  that 
tuition  costs  will  be  $28,500.  This  is  an  increase  in  this  item  of  $2400  over  the 
budget  a  year  ago. 

The  School  Directors  and  Superin tendem  have  spent  considerable  time 
this  year  studying  the  five  schools  now  operated  in  the  school  district  to  de¬ 
termine  a  future  policy.  At  the  present  time,  the  Springs  school  and  the  Hook 
school  are  expensive  schools  to  operate  in  view  of  the  number  of  pupils  they 
serve.  However,  study  shows  that  the  number  of  pupils  in  these  areas  will 
increase  within  the  next  few  years.  Consideration  has  been  given  also  to  ex¬ 
panding  the  North  school  and  closing  some  of  the  other  buildings.  This,  of 
course,  would  involve  more  transportation  than  is  now  being  furnished.  It  is 
desireable  to  attempt  to  decrease  the  number  of  grades  taught  by  your  teach¬ 
ers.  At  the  present  time  each  teacher  has  four  grades  to  teach.  This  limits  the 
amount  of  time  she  can  spend  with  each  grade.  It  would  be  preferable  if  each 
of  our  teachers  could  be  working  with  only  two  grades. 

The  School  District  ended  their  financial  year  on  June  30,  1963  with  a 
deficit  of  $2,980.47.  This  was  caused  by  the  fact  that  high  school  tuition  ex¬ 
ceeded  our  budget  by  $3,172.68.  In  the  current  year  ending  on  June  30,  1964 
it  is  very  possible  that  another  deficit  may  occur. 

For  the  coming  school  year  1964-1965,  the  School  Directors  and  Super¬ 
intendent  estimate  that  an  increase  in  the  school  tax  of  77c  must  be  voted  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  budget.  Principal  increases  again  will  be  in 
tuition,  teachers’  salaries,  and  transportation.  In  addition  we  have  added  a 
sum  of  money  to  provide  janitor  service  at  all  the  schools.  We  are  studying  the 
possibility  of  installing  a  furnace  in  the  Flats  school  and  have  included  funds 
for  that  purpose  in  the  budget.  The  school  tax  will  then  be  $7.07  divided  as 
follows:

This  twenty-eighth  in  the  series  of  annual  reports  submitted 
to  the  people  of  Clarendon  presents  tabulations  for  the  calendar 
year  1963.  In  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare's  program  of 
assistance  to  the  aged,  blind  or  disabled  30%  of  the  costs  of  hos¬ 
pital  and  physician  services,  as  well  as  the  excess  over  $80.00  per 
month  in  Nursing  Home  care,  are  assessed  against  the  town  of 
settlement  of  the  recipients  of  such  care.  Participation  charges 
incurred  by  your  community  during  the  past  year  for  each  of 
types  of  care  were  as  follows : 

Nursing  Home  Care  $  16.80 

Hospitalization  Services  $811. 06 

Physician  Services  $126 . 30 

Under  similar  settlement  provisions  town  participation  in  the 
program  of  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  is  at  the 
rate  of  one-eighth  the  assistance  grants  while  costs  incurred  for 
the  care  of  Committed  Children  are  borne  equally  by  the  local 
and  state  agencies.  Charges  assessed  against  your  community  for 
the  former  amounted  to  $521.77  and  for  the  later  $935.10  for  the 
year  just  closed. 

During  1963  assistance  was  granted  to  19  residents  in  your 
community  under  the  Aid  to  the  Aged,  Blind  or  Disabled  pro¬ 
gram.  Direct  money  payments  to  these  persons  were  financed 
entirely  out  of  state-federal  funds.  Among  the  other  programs 
financed  entirely  out  of  state-federal  funds.  Among  the  other 
programs  financed  from  these  same  sources  were  Services  for  the 
Blind,  Adoption  Services  and  Medical  Aid  for  the  Aged.  While  no 
town-by-town  records  are  compiled  for  these  categories,  their 
benefits  were  available  to  all  qualified  residents.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

Prompted  by  a  history  of  serious  fires  in  town,  an  interested 
group  of  Clarendon  residents  met  at  the  Town  Hall  on  October 
2nd  ?63  to  discuss  methods  of  increasing  existing  fire  protection 
to  their  property. 

Generally  agreed,  the  primary  problem  was  a  definite  lack  of 
water,  without  which,  fire  departments  from  surrounding  towns 
found  themselves  hampered  when  faced  with  an  emergency  in 
Clarendon.  Therefore,  it  was  decided  to  form  a  Corporation  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  equipment,  acquiring  land,  and  main¬ 
taining  a  group  of  volunteer  firemen  to  assist  other  departments 
when  called. 

Duly  elected  officers  were:  Ralph  Bristol,  President;  David 
Miller,  Treasurer  and  William  Herrick,  Secretary.  Trustees 
elected  were:  Robert  Jones,  Willard  Squier,  and  Robert  Kiley, 
with  Carroll  Weeks  as  Auditor.  In  due  course,  Isadore  LaVictorie 
was  included  as  a  Trustee  to  represent  the  West  Mountain  area. 
To  head  the  volunteers,  Alan  Ridlon  was  appointed  Fire  Chief. 
At  the  first  formal  meeting  of  the  volunteers,  Albert  Surrell  was 
voted  as  Assistant  Chief. 

Next,  in  a  combined  effort,  a  door  to  door  canvass  was  under¬ 
taken  to  raise  the  sum  of  $500  to  purchase  equipment.  In  less 
than  two  weeks  this  amount  was  raised  in  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tion,  and  at  the  end  of  the  one  month  solicitation  period,  total 
receipts  were  over  $1100. 

Purchased  from  the  Cayuga,  N.  Y.  Fire  Department,  was  a 
Chevrolet  truck  equipped  with  1000  gallon  tank,  pump  and  hoses. 
This  temporarily  housed  in  the  Carrara  garage  on  the  “East 
Road”. 

Clarendon  ladies  formed  an  Auxiliary,  immediately  sponsor¬ 
ing  a  dinner  at  the  Grange,  another  at  the  Beacon,  netting  a  total 
of  over  $300. 

Chief  Ridlon,  together  with  Ass;t  Chief  Surrell  rapidly 
gathered  and  trained  their  group  of  Volunteers,  all  of  this  none 
too  soon,  as  a  fire  in  Chippenhook  was  soon  to  test  both  men  and 
equipment.  In  this  emergency,  the  joint  efforts  of  Clarendon  and 
West  Rutland  departments  were  successful  in  saving  the  Charles 
Wilder  home,  bringing  numerous  praises  to  the  Clarendon  fire¬ 
men. 

Other  small  fires  have  kept  our  volunteers  on  the  alert  since

the  beginning  of  1964,  and  a  plan  of  Compensation  and  Liability 
insurance  is  in  effect  to  protect  both  men  and  equipment. 

As  the  New  Year  approached,  the  department  was  presented 
with  a  piece  of  land,  geographically  centered  and  readily  access¬ 
ible  to  all  sections  of  town.  President  Ralph  Bristol  directly  ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  to  plan  the  future  erection  of  a  suitable  fire 
house.  Percy  Davis,  Ray  Nutting,  Earl  Turner  and  David  Miller, 
as  members,  are  presently  studying  this  undertaking. 

Appointment  of  Robert  Kiley  as  Civil  Defense  Chairman  is 
expected  to  add  immeasureably  to  our  future  success.  Still  an¬ 
other  study  group  comprised  of  Assistant  Chief  Albert  Surrell, 
Bernard  Burke,  and  Clayton  Webster  is  investigating  emergency 
water  supply  sources. 

Looming  ahead  of  your  directors  is  not  only  the  eventual 
construction  of  a  creditable  fire  house,  but  added  fire  fighting 
equipment  and  a  siren  alarm  system.  All  items  requiring  the  con¬ 
tinued  support  of  Clarendon  residents.  The  encouragement  of 
everyone  to  obtain  at  least  one  fire  extinguisher  at  home  is  high 
on  the  agenda  of  your  department. 

In  looking  briefly  backwards,  we  all  have  a  deep  feeling  of 
achievement,  and  looking  to  the  future,  we  indeed  shall  obtain 
success  for  the  new  Clarendon  Volunteer  Fire  Department.  We 
wish  to  thank  each  and  every  person  for  their  confidence  and 
generous  support  in  this  joint  venture.
